Captain IR05HKEK0V et the letter's hone today on an official call incident to 
the arrival of Colonel Spann and the eMpaarture of Colonel Huj^jhregr. 

2. I made arrangoaenta fbr the call on Friday July 8 by telephone with 
Captain I7AS07, Assistant Naval Attache. Va spoke in English and it was ay 
under s tending at the end of the telsphona call that Captain I VANG 7 understood 
that both the Soviet Naval and JSLlitasy Attaches and all their Assistants would 
be preeent for the visit; at least thoea who ware not otherwise occupied. In 
the event only Colonel TORSO? and Captain IR0SHKLK07 were preeent, 

3* Captain IR0SHNIK07 Uvea at Frederlk Stangs Cete 12, a private house, 
very close to the Soviet Hhbassy. IROaHNIKO? aaid that he and hi* chauffeur 
have the first floor of the house. He indicated that soneone else had the second 
floor but did not say who lived there* 

U. Both Soviet officers were extremely affable, served us Russian elgar- 
ettes and a 3/8 later bottle of a chilled sweet wine very aduerd I ar to Dubonnet. 

There war nothing ostentatious about it and mueh more suitable to the occasion than 
the c rmgJU— r ation of vodka, wines, caviar, sausage and other tidhits which have 
bean the feature of previous official calls on the Soviet Attaches 

5. Captain IR0SHSI107 said ha hoped sane day to see ay wife ***& me in 

Moscow, underlining that free travel to ■fee Soviet Colon is now in order.

6. IROSHHIlfO?, who did meet of the talking since it i* apparent that 
Col. TORSCV's coayamd of English is greatly inferior to that of I10SHNIK07, sai d 
that his Aftbaasy had recently attempted to rent a flat for Commander TCH0BOTO7# 

The flat has 8 rooms and is suitable for 2 families and costs 900 kroner a month 
(approximately &27.0C) which both ha and Colonel TORSO? thought was high. (Ac- 
tually for an apartment of this sise the rent la considerably below normal ask- 
ing prices in Oslo). I asked Col* TORSC7 where the apartment was but he ev a d e d 
answering and I did not press the point. Ibis lead tc a dleoussion of mon i es 
aval labia to various diplomats ^here and both Soviet officers axp l ained that they 
had no means of obtaining dollars, could not exchange or otherwise use rubles 
and had to use here the kroner which are obtained through normal Soviet-Ncmegian 
trade agreement activities* 


7. Both Soviet officers said that it is vary difficult to obtain officer 
Attache personnel for fil li n g Attache posts abroad, ^he Soviet officers do not 
desire such posts, preferring service in Russia. IROSRMMOV pointed out that 
Col. TARASOV had returned to Russia a year ago and that it had taken all that 
time to find his replacement. Colonel FUHSOf. Captain IRCSKNIKC7 aaid the normal 
tour for Naval officers in the Attache System is L years and that ha hopes to 
be returned to Russia about 6 months from now. Col. TORSO? Said the normal tour 
of duty few Arny officers la not fixed but la 3 or L years. 
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
